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High winds leave a 
trail of destruction

ROADS were closed, trains cancelled 
and trees brought crashing down as 
stormforce winds and heavy rain bat¬ 
tered Harlow on Christmas Eve. 

One resident was woken up when a tree 
smashed into his Fold Croft home, writ¬ 
ing off three cars. 

Michael Gurden, 67, who works for 
Essex County Fire Service as an emer¬ 
gency planner, said: “The tree came 
down on top of three cars, two of which 
were on the drive. We cannot tell what 
kind of damage has been done to the 
house but we are hoping it is just super¬ 
ficial. 

“One car is nearly in half. It is brand 
new, only six months old. Another has 
had its roof crushed and all three will 
probably be written off. I’m dealing with 
four different insurance companies for 
the cars and the house to try and see 
what will happen next. 

“You can’t prepare for a tree on council 
land falling on and damaging your prop¬ 
erty. It’s not really what you need on 
Christmas.” 

Playhouse Square was also closed off 
on Tuesday morning after high winds 
ripped the facia from the roof of the 
town centre theatre. It was the second 
time the facia has been damaged due to 
severe weather conditions. 

A tree fell onto the roof of a house in, 
High Wych, posing a danger. A retained 
fire crew from Sawbridgeworth attended 
the scene and requested the rescue sup¬ 
port vehicle from St Albans. The tree was 
removed and a second tree was trimmed 



to make the situation safe. 

Essex County Fire and Rescue Service 
received more than 90 calls to weather- 
related incidents from 6pm on Monday 
and into the early hours of Christmas 
Eve. 

The official highest wind gust in Essex 
on Monday night was 64mph at Shoe- 
buryness, with an unofficial recording 
of 73mph at the Essex Police air base in 
Boreham. At Stansted Airport a gust of 
55mph was recorded. 

Weather forecasters said another storm 
is expected to track close to the UK today 
(Friday) and early warnings were issued 
by the Met Office.

Police plea after 
robbery victims 
are attacked in 
their own homes 

POLICE are investigating two separate 
robberies in Harlow in which the 
victims were attacked and robbed in 
their own homes. 

Detectives are also appealing for 
witnesses to a burglary in Felmongers 
at 1.30pm last Friday when two men 
smashed their way through the back 
door of a house and stole a quantity of 
jewellery and cash. 

However, they were challenged by the 
homeowner who was punched in the 
face. The intruders then fled with the 
stolen items and ran off in the direction 
of First Avenue. 

DC Neale Parker said: “We’re looking 
for witnesses who saw these two young 
men running away and on the nearby 
Mark Hall roundabout between 1.30pm 
and 2pm. 

“Motorists who were travelling during 
this late lunchbreak period could help 
us with the direction they then 
subsequently headed off towards.” 

The intruders are both described as 
white and of slim build. One is around 
6ft 2ins tall and aged in his late teens or 
early 20s, while his accomplice is 
approximately 5ft 7ins tall, has a 
“boyish” face and is aged in his mid¬ 
teens. 

A search of the area was carried out 
with the police helicopter assisting 
officers on the ground but to no avail. 

Police are also seeking witnesses to an 
incident at 6.30pm on Wednesday, 
December 11 in Shawbridge. A man 
opened his front door to three men who 
assaulted him and then stole a four- 
figure sum from a safe in his house.

Labour fury at MR 
over ‘bedroom tax’ 


HARLOW Council’s ruling Labour 
group have called for Tory MP 
Robert Halfon to be held to account 
over the Government’s bedroom 
tax policy. 

At last Thursday’s meeting Cllr 
Mike Danvers proposed a motion 
which said the council was 
“appalled” that Mr Halfon voted in 
favour of the single room supple¬ 
ment and, when given further 
opportunity to “correct this mis¬ 
take” was absent from a recent 
Parliamentary vote. 

The motion, which was passed, 
called on Mr Halfon to “own up to 
his mistake and seek to rectify and 
reverse the decision”. 

Cllr Danvers, whose motion was 
seconded by Cllr Jean Clark, added: 
“There are a number of issues when, 
in my opinion, he says one thing 
locally and then votes a different 
way in Parliament.

“He has campaigned very well in 
terms of homelessness but this very 
malicious act (bedroom tax) will 
actually affect homelessness in the 
town. 

“I gather he was unable to attend 
the second vote when the Labour 
opposition actually used one of its 
supply dates because he was in a 
Parliamentary delegation to Iraq 
and goodness knows how much 
that cost.” 

But Cllr Andrew Johnson, leader 
of the Conservative group on the 
council, slammed the criticism of 
Mr Halfon as “disgusting”, accusing 
the MP’s critics of criticising him in 
a forum where he could not respond. 

He added: “The policy gives peo¬ 
ple with more bedrooms than they 
need an incentive to downsize and 


allows us to deal with the many 
thousands of families stuck in a 
property which is inadequate for 
their needs. How many of us as 
councillors have dealt with the gut- 
wrenching and heartbreaking issue 
of overcrowding? That is what this 
policy will solve.” 

Speaking after the meeting, Mr 
Halfon told the Star: “First of all 
there were 46 Labour MPs that were 
with me on the (Iraq) trip, which 
was not funded by the taxpayer. The 
law had already been passed so I did 
not have to be there anyway. 

“The single room supplement is 
designed to help overcrowding. I 
have people coming to me in my 
surgeries saying that they are a fam¬ 
ily of five and someone is having to 
sleep in the living room. 

“It is not a tax; it means that you 
get less benefits it you have a spare 
room.”

Threatened children’s centre is 
a victim of the postcode lottery 

SIR, To hear the news that The Maples 
children’s centre in Harlow may be closed is 
truly saddening and shocking.

These are the real reasons for 
serious lack of social housing 

SIR, Clare Harrison’s original letter in 
response to the news that Harlow Council 
had agreed to build a very small amount of 
social housing expressed the completely 
understandable frustration of those who 
have been on the housing list for a very long 
time and who are still waiting to be housed. 

We agree that it is wrong that working 
people should have to pay high rents to 
private landlords or live with their parents 
well beyond the time when they should be 
able to live independently and start their 
own families. 

Since her letter was published there have 
been numerous others on the subject, most 
of which have attacked foreign workers. 

In our view this is not the real problem but 
it suits our bosses that we think so. 

As long as working people fight amongst 
themselves over the few scraps of housing 
and work that are thrown our way, and as 
long as we continue to direct our anger at 
this group of workers or that, the bosses and 
the landlords can happily carry on making a 
profit out of our economic hardship without 
risk of us actually organising ourselves 
together and demanding proper solutions to 
problems. 

We will never know the power we could 
have to change things for the better for 
everyone while we blame foreigners or even 


so-called scroungers for our common 
plight. 

There has been for a long time now a 
serious lack of social housing. Nationally, 
throughout the 20th century, socialists 
successfully fought for decent housing for 
the working classes. Harlow itself was for 
many years a socialist town with a proud 
history of well designed social housing, a 
programme that came to an end with 
Margaret Thatcher’s right-to-buy scheme of 
which many people in Harlow 
understandably took advantage. 

However, people were lied to about 
replacing those sold-off homes with new 
council housing. The profits from their sales 
were kept and today in some parts of the 
country up to one third of old council 
homes are actually in the hands of private 
landlords, so there is very little council 
house stock left to offer. 

Socialists have consistently called for a 
concerted effort to build up the stock of 
council houses and flats to house all the 
people who need them. Of course Ms 
Harrison should be housed; so too should 
foreign workers be housed.

A show of contempt for the 
town’s poorest householders 

SIR, In a radio interview on BBC Essex on 
Thursday, November 7 Harlow councillor 
Tony Durcan was asked to comment on the 
fact that nearly 1,000 jobless householders 
had been issued with court summonses for 
non-payment of council tax. 

He said that involving the courts had 
actually helped both sides involved in 
setting an amount the non-payers should 
contribute because it was “independent”. 

Cllr Durcan’s comments were incorrect; 
the court does not set an amount. The 
granting of a Liability Order by the 
magistrates court is a rubber-stamp 
exercise. For example, on September 3 
Chelmsford Magistrates Court granted 
Harlow Council 437 Liability Orders. 

Once a Liability Order has been issued 
against a jobless householder the council 
writes to that person informing them of the 
fact that it has been issued and enclosing a 
Council Tax Request For Information Form. 
This form is a statement of financial 
circumstances. Those to whom the form has 
been sent are legally required to fill in Part 
B and it has to be returned within 14 days. 

There is a box on the form entitled ‘Offer to 
clear debt’. If someone writes an amount in 
the box less than that which Harlow Council 
is demanding then the council applies for 
an Attachment of Benefit order. This is for a 
standard amount - £3.60 per week - 
irrespective of circumstances. The court is 
not at all involved in deciding how much 
money should be deducted from the benefit 
of the jobless householder. 

Given that Cllr Durcan, as portfolio holder 


for resources, is responsible for the 
administration of Harlow’s Localised 
Council Tax Support scheme, is his failure 
to fully inform himself of the consequences 
of that scheme for the poorest householders 
in the town a gross dereliction of duty? 

He responded to the above question at a 
cabinet meeting on December 12 with a 
simple “no”. When asked if he would give a 
report to each full council meeting on the 
effects of the Localised Council Tax Support 
scheme on the jobless householders of 
Harlow he again responded with a terse 
“no”. 

Forty-three per cent of jobless 
householders in Harlow have defaulted on 
their council tax bills and 29 per cent have 
received court summonses. I believe that I 
am not alone in regarding the responses of 
Cllr Durcan as contemptuous of the plight 
of the poorest householders in the town

made to wait for a diagnosis 

SIR, Earlier this month singer Susan Boyle 
revealed that she was diagnosed with 
Asperger Syndrome. 

Like the many other adults with autism 
who are diagnosed relatively late in life, 
Susan said that finally getting a diagnosis 
was a great source of relief, providing an 
explanation for years of feeling ‘different’. 

But there are practical benefits to 
diagnosis as well - as they should, in theory, 
allow people to access all the local help and 
support they need. This is help and support 
that was promised to them by 2009’s Autism 
Act - England’s first disability specific piece 
of legislation. 

In the four years since the Act there has 
been some progress in providing people 
with autism with what they need but it’s 
been patchy and many of the some 460,000 
adults with autism across England are still 
waiting. 

Susan Boyle’s story has caught the public’s 
attention and got people talking about 
autism and the effect that it has on people’s 
lives. That’s great, but what we need now is 
for Government to take notice of the fact 
that too many people are still waiting for 
the everyday support they need. 

That’s why I hope that Star readers will 
join me in supporting the National Autistic 
Society’s Push for Action campaign (www. 
autism.org.uk/push). Together we can work 
to put the needs of needs of adults with 
autism front and centre. 

No-one with autism should wait for a 
diagnosis or for the support they need. We 
have a chance to make a huge difference to 
lives across our area. It must not go to 
waste.

‘Road rage’ cop 
lost temper over 
jogger’s gesture 


A POLICEMAN from Harlow has been fined 
£525 and ordered to pay more than £700 in 
court costs, compensation and a victim sur¬ 
charge after being convicted of assaulting a 
woman jogger in a road rage incident. 

Magistrates were told the incident involving 
Simon Ball, 36 - who pleaded not guilty to 
assault - took place in Ashworth Place at Church 
Langley on March 21 this year. 

Prior to the assault the victim, who was out 
jogging as part of her training for a charity race, 
was said to have made an obscene gesture at 
Ball, who had been undertaking a u-turn 
manoeuvre. 

Prosecutor Joe Bird told Chelmsford Court: “It 
was a road rage incident. The victim was out 
jogging and Ball was doing a u-turn. There’s a 
dispute as to whether she got in his way when 
he went towards her and she made a gesture. 

“He pulled up alongside her and she ran down 
a path and made the gesture. He drove his car 
into Ashworth Place - further along her route - 
and he saw her coming down the road. 

“He approached her - it is suggested - with his 
warrant card. She didn’t see it and he restrained 
her and put her to the floor for the assault.” 

Giving evidence, the victim said: “I was run¬ 
ning down Kiln Lane and he was doing a u-turn. 
As I crossed the road I noticed the car swing out 
in the direction I was running.” 

She added: “I could hear muffled shouting 
from his car, I could hear it through the music 
on my earphones. He was asking me what my 
problem was and why was I in the road? I con¬ 
tinued running and stuck up my middle finger. 

“Further on I had to cross the road again. He 
was in Ashworth Place; he had got out of his car 
and moved towards my direction. His car was 
on the pavement blocking cars into Ashworth 
Place as though it had been parked very quickly. 

“He was coming towards me and talked in a 
very aggressive way. I stopped running, walked

at a slower pace and took my headphones out. 
He said ‘Who do you think you are swearing 
at?’, referring to the finger incident.” 

She said he then told her: “Don’t tell me what 
to do. I can do what I want because I’m a police¬ 
man.” 

She said he was holding something very close 
to her face. “I put my hand out and said ‘get out 
of my face’ and the card ended up in my hand. I 
pushed it towards his chest to give it back to 
him. He was very aggressive, shouting some¬ 
thing towards me. 

“Then he grabbed me and threw me to the 
ground. He grabbed the left side of my face with 
his right hand very forcefully. He was pushing 
my face into the ground and had his knee in my 
back. 

“I was trying to struggle free but he was fully 
on top of me. He said he was trying to detain me 
because he was a police officer.” 

The victim suffered a bruised cheekbone, 
scratches to her face, a grazed elbow and knee 
and a swollen thumb. 

She added: “I didn’t believe he was a police 
officer. He didn’t say I was under arrest or iden¬ 
tify himself.” 

Ball said he had taken her down in the way he 
did in order to arrest her. 

The court was told that Ball, who serves with 
the Hertfordshire Constabulary, had been a 
police officer for more than 12 years but for the 
past six years he had been doing desk duties 
and had not made an arrest during that time. 

Passing sentence, district judge John Woolard 
told Ball: “The red mist descended in an 
uncharacteristic but serious way. You tracked 
her down and went beyond your powers as a 
police officer.”

House was a home to family services

TvTINGSMOOR House was 
JVonce a hub of activity with 
a variety of family and 
children’s groups using it as a 
base. 

The Paringdon Road 
building, which is owned by 
Harlow Council, was home to 
many of the town’s family 
services. In April 1986 it 
marked the fifth anniversary 
of being taken over by the 
council by holding a week of 
events. 

There were exhibitions, talks, 
workshops and discussions on 
health care for children, drug 
dependency, healthy eating 
and other social issues. 

The anniversary week also 
included coffee mornings, a 
health panel and a 
demonstration on how to wear 
a sari. 

Volunteers helped run many 
of the events and classes at 
Kingsmoor Houser. Among 
them were Bob and Vi Ager, 
who ran the toy library where 
residents could borrow toys for 
lOp for two weeks. 

Kingsmoor House opened its 
doors in April 1981 after the 
derelict building was turned 
into a modern family centre. 

Before it was used by Harlow 
Council, Kingsmoor House, 
was the Risden family’s manor 
home based in then rural 
Great Parndon and became a 



pre-school, day care and 
nursery education facility 
which evolved to include 
Mencap playgroup and an 
after-school care scheme 
called Hobby House. 

The top floors of the large 
Victorian mansion housed the 
Stort Enterprise Trust, 
marriage guidance 
counselling and the 
Kingsmoor Community Office. 

In 1986, the stable block of 
Kingsmoor House was 
officially opened for families, 
groups, and children with 
disabilities. 

Mencap Playgroup moved 
from the Grade II listed manor 
house to the stable blocks that 
featured a soft room, 


adventure playground and 
specially designed patio in the 
late 1980s. 

Kingsmoor House was 
granted planning permission 
to be converted into nine flats 
by the councill but the 
building has been boarded up 
and has stood empty for 
several years.

£121k spent 
on new-look 
school pool 


HARLOW Council helped Stewards 
make a splash in the late 1980s 
when it opened the school’s 
swimming pool to the public. 

The pool reopened in June 1986 
after being closed for a year for 
major improvements. 

The £121,000 makeover included 
upgraded changing rooms, a heating 
system for the pool, storage and a 
separate entrance for the public. 

Residents who enjoyed swimming 
could visit the pool, which was open 
outside of school hours, for only 70p 
for adults and 35p for under 16s. An 
adult monthly season ticket cost 
£7.50 and a junior season ticket was 
£3.75. 

The new-look pool was opened by 
Harlow Council chairman Laurie 
Smith on June 14,1986. The picture 
on the left shows some of the people 
who donned Edwardian swimming 
costumes for the occasion.

T ogether, we have 
gone through the 
best of times and the 
worst of times. The 
tragic deaths of the 
Shakoor family and 
the recent deaths of 
members of the 
Ducusin family in the 
Philippines being 
examples of real pain 
in our community. 

However at both 
times Harlow came 
together and the 
outpouring of kindness and 
generosity from so many in 
response to such terrible 
events shows why it is a 
very special place and a 
town I am proud to 
represent as MP. 

We have some good news 
too, with the Government 
announcing a brand new 
pre-apprentice school that 
will open next September 
with £10m of funding and is 
free for all who apply. We 
have also had an extra 
£5.7m given to A&E 
services at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital, a 
£472,000 grant to St. Clare 
Hospice and £1.5m spent 
on a new kidney unit which 
will benefit Harlow 
residents. 

It has also been great that 
Harlow College is still the 
best in England according 
to Government statistics 
and we have the highest 
rate of business growth in 
the UK. 

For many residents it has 
also been a tough year and 
I do everything possible to 
represent you in 
Parliament, especially 


when it is about the cost of 
living. We have got fuel 
duty frozen, energy prices 
will be cut by £50 next year 
and free school meals will 
be given to all children in 
their first three years of 
primary school. 

I led a long battle for low 
income students eligible for 
free school meals at Harlow 
College to get them, and 
after years of saying no the 
Government has now 
agreed to it. Rail fares will 
also be capped at inflation 
in 2014 and there will be 
more tax cuts for those on 
low incomes. 

There is also good 
economic news as 
unemployment is down in 
Harlow and is now lower 
than it was when I was 
elected. We still have to do 
more to help young people 
who are unemployed and 
this is why the Government 
is scrapping employers’ 
National Insurance 
contributions on employees 
who are under 21. 

For the second year in a 
row, I organised a jobs fair 
which had hundreds of jobs 
on offer and which 2,000 


attended. The number 
of apprentices is up by 
82 per cent in Harlow 
and I continue to do 
all that I can to 
encourage this 
number to grow. 

A S Star readers will 
know, the future 
of The Maples centre 
in Harlow, which 
provides respite 
breaks for disabled 
children, is now subject 
to an Essex County Council 
consultation. 

Although I have been 
assured by ECC that no 
final decision about the 
centre’s future will be 
taken unless alternative 
services that meet local 
needs are in place, I 
strongly believe that The 
Maples should be kept 
open. 

The centre acts as a 
lifeline to many local 
children and a closure 
would almost certainly be 
detrimental to them and 
their families. 

I have launched a petition 
which has already been 
signed by 1,600 people and 
have tabled a 
Parliamentary motion 
supporting The Maples. I 
have spoken about my 
support for The Maples in 
Parliament and will 
continue to do everything I 
can to safeguard this 
fantastic facility.

A SCHOOL in Harlow is one of just 
three bucking the ‘weak' leader¬ 
ship trend in the east of England, 
according to Ofsted's annual 
report. 

Burnt Mill Academy, in First 
Avenue, was praised by the school 
inspection body for its “excellent 
leadership” which “drives impro¬ 
vements” alongside an academy in 
Norfolk and a primary school near 
King’s Lynn.

She said: “It is a great honour to 
be named by the HMCI for schools 
and to receive acknowledgement 
for everything my team and I have 
done in the last four years to 
ensure that Burnt Mill has only 
outstanding teachers in front of 
our children. 

“However, as people close to me 
know, I don’t run a school to please 
Ofsted. I do what I do to ensure 
our students can achieve amazing 
things. 

“We are delighted we received an 
outstanding under a tough new 
Ofsted framework, but we are not 
complacent and have now started 
the next stage of our journey from 
outstanding to world class. 

“I am very lucky to lead such a 
fantastic school with such ambi¬ 
tious students, parents and staff.”

Announcements 
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Troublemakers risk being barred 
from town’s licensed premises 


NEW Year revellers in Harlow 
have been warned they could 
be banned from the town’s 
licensed premises if they cause 
trouble. 

Behave or Be Banned (BOBB), 
the national scheme which 
aims to reduce alcohol-related 
crime and anti-social 
behaviour, is in place in many 
premises across Harlow. 

People who cause a nuisance 
in pubs, clubs and bars face 
being banned from all of them 
under the scheme which is 
operated under Pubwatch, a 
co-operative venture which 
includes managers of licensed 
premises working in 
partnership with local 
businesses and agencies such as 
the police, local authorities, fire 
service and trading standards. 

The scheme was introduced to 
Harlow in a bid to cut down on 
drink and drug-related crime. 

Under the BOBB scheme 
anyone cautioned, 
reprimanded, given a formal 
warning or charged with acts 
of violence, causing criminal 
damage, public order offences 
(including using threatening 
words or behaviour) or 


possession of a controlled drug 
will be banned from every 
licensed premise in the town 
centre signed up to the scheme. 

Harlow Council’s licensing 
team, in conjunction with Essex 
Police, arrange and attend 
meetings with licensed 
premises in the town centre 
which are signed up to both 
Pubwatch and BOBB on a 
monthly basis and once every 
two months with licensed pubs/ 
members clubs outside of the 
town centre. 

Cllr Ian Beckett, chair of the 
council’s licensing committee, 
said: “We don’t want people 
coming to enjoy a night out in 
Harlow to be put off by 
troublemakers; we want people 
to relax and enjoy themselves. 

“The BOBB and Pubwatch 
initiatives are part of making 
the town centre a safer place to 
go in the evenings. 

“There will, unfortunately, be 
the odd one or two people who 
are out to cause trouble. If 
people misbehave the BOBB 
scheme will ensure those 
people are banned from all 
licensed premises signed up to 
the scheme across the town.”

Rhodes Arts Centre, Bishop’s Stortford 

FAMILIES who make a beeline for 
Rhodes in Bishop's Stortford each 
Christmas will not need telling, so this is 
directed at all those who, for whatever 
reason, are 'no shows' each year - lose 
your panto virginity to Aiaddin\ 

With this year's production, Rhodes 
and Phoenix Theatre Arts smash their 
goal of raising the bar. 

The two-and-a-half hours at Satur¬ 
day's gala night show flew by as quickly 
as a magic carpet ride from, say, China 
to Egypt. 

The audience were in the mood 
before they had set foot in the foyer, 
courtesy of being greeted outside by 
Santa, a real reindeer called Belle and 
flurries from a snow machine. 

In the auditorium (was it supposed 
to be that cool?) every aspect of the 
show resonated with the appreciative 
audience: the performances, sets, cos¬ 
tumes, comedy, choreography, music 
and make-up - the latter epitomised 
by Faye Linden as the gloriously golden 


Genie of the Ring. 

This year's show makes effective use 
of video, from the opening sequence 
to the appearance of the Genie of the 
Lamp (played by mixed martial arts 
player Will Lynch) to Aladdin's carpet 
flight from Peking to the land of the 


pyramids via Rome, Paris and, erm, 
London. 

Aladdin marks the return of Rhodes 
panto villain and Phoenix principal Phil 
Dale (co-writer with Conor O'Sullivan) 
as the mystical Abanazar. A man at 
ease with evil, his badness matches his 


baldness. 

Conor plays Sgt Ping, one half of a 
double act with Dan James as Private 
Pong, Peking police's finest, who are 
the focus of the show's slapstick and 
physical comedy, and do it well. Look 
out for their dancing costumes. 

Grace Wheeler, who swaps genders 
after playing Cinderella last year, is 
effortless as Aladdin, matched by Lucy 
Syed's Princess Jasmine. 

Faye Linden's brother, Connor, does 
a good job of stirring up the boys 
and girls as Aladdin's brother, Wishee 
Washee, while Pete Duffy - who won 
TV talent contest New Faces in 1974 - 
is a world weary Widow Twanky, the 
boys' mother. 

And look out for Ian Greenwood as 
the coolest Emperor of China - com¬ 
plete with afro, white suit and glittery 
platform heels - you'll ever see. 

There are topical references and men¬ 
tions for local businesses - including 
the 99p Store and Aldi - as well as the 
usual digs at that new town [Harlow] 
down the road.

ADAPTED from a short story by James 
Thurber, The Secret Life Of Walter A/litty 
charts the misadventures of a dreamer, 
whose imagination conjures fantastical 
adventures to offset the gloom of his 
humdrum reality.

Civic honour

S OME things never change, and 
plenty of people like it that way. 
The question I’m pondering is 
whether you can or cannot apply 
that reasoning to the new Honda 
Civic Tourer. 

The Civic has a duality to its 
reputation that no other car can 
quite match. On one hand, you 
have the boy racer’s favourite, with 
screaming VTEC petrol engines 
and pin-sharp chassis dynamics. 
On the other hand, you have the 
safe, anonymous and imperiously 
reliable hatchback popular with 
the elderly. 

But this new Civic Tourer aims to 
end both stigmas once and for all 
by putting young families directly 
in its sights. Honda says the 
compact estate category is 
growing again, and wants to ride 
the crest of the wave. 

So I shall do my best to look at 
the car through a family man’s 
eyes. 

The Tourer’s long, sleek profile is 
fantastic, although the surface 
detailing is upset slightly by the 
bodywork-flush glass around the 


But thirdly, and frustratingly, the 
two digital screens are jarringly 
old-school in their look and 
function. Graphics seemingly 
aping the 1982 film Tron don’t 
help, and the way the collected 
buttons and digital sub-menus are 
designed and laid out simply isn’t 
user-friendly. 

Another negative point is the 
steering, which on the open road is 
far too light and completely devoid 
of feel, or gives the impression 
thereof, to a degree I’ve almost 
never experienced before. 

To give it its due, the system is 
comfortable in town, so the school 
run, multi-storey car parks and 
low-speed lane-changes in traffic 
are all dismissed with ease, but 
the utter lack of weight or feel can 
be disconcerting at speed, despite 
the steering system being very 
direct and quick to respond. 

The petrol engine is smoother 
and quieter than the gutsier and 
more frugal diesel, so you’ll need 
to do the maths on whether the 
fuel economy and road tax savings 
- it’s free for the diesel - are 
enough to overcome the near- 
£1,200 price hike.

boot area that sits incongruously 
next to the door windows, 
naturally slightly recessed and 
edged by visible rubber seals. 

‘Will the family man really worry 
about that though?’ I ask myself. 
Maybe not. 

He’ll definitely worry about boot 
space, though, so I lift the 
impressively well-assisted tailgate 
- an easy job for one hand - and 
peer into space. Literally. There’s 
624 litres of it, which is class 
leading and 19 litres ahead of the 
Golf estate. 

Some 117 litres of that space is 
under the main boot floor in a 


separate, covered compartment. 
It’s an ingenious feature that saves 
cases, coats and bags from pinging 
about inside the boot like the 
plastic marbles in a game of 
Hungry Hippos. 

The fuel tank has been shifted 
forward, too, to underneath the 
front seats, to allow for maximum 
boot space. 

There are also plenty of cubby¬ 
holes and storage solutions in the 
cabin, including a big central 
storage bin that doubles as the 
location for the multiple media 
input ports and one of the two 
12-volt power sockets that should 


let the kids charge a compatible 
device on the move. 

Enough of the family man 
charade, though: I want to drive 
the thing to see whether it’s more 
‘young gun’ or ‘old chap’ - or 
neither. 

Firstly, the ride is very good, with 
this SR model’s Adaptive Damper 
System in Normal mode doing a 
sterling job of quelling bounce but 
also absorbing the many bumps. 

The suspension is a bit loud at 
times, but the overall experience is 
great. 

Secondly, the wide, soft seats are 
comfier than my own sofa.
